Battle of tlie Routes 

What atrnngo delusiou 1ms taken ijos- 
BeHsiou of our Wostminater contempor- 
aries of lato that thoy havo smidonly opou- 
odtt brisk fu-o all along tlio liuo ou tlio 
Bute lulot route for the railway ? Kogu- 
larly twice a -week the editorial shot and 
shell and round and chilled bblta are siaut 
whizzing acrosa the "silver streak." The 
missilos throw up a little mud; but do no 
damage, nnd iminoiliatoly bury thunisulves 
beyond tbo hope of resurrection as though 
they felt ashamed of the use to which they 
had been put. There wa.s a time in the 
history of Viotcria when it Was attempted 
to make the question of the selection of 
the railwaj' route a political one — when 
Islanders wore told to tiiippnrt only can- 
didates who would doniaud that Escpii- 
molt should l)e tbo tonninuH or — no Con- 
federation. Wu poiuti'd out tbo absurdi- 
ty of that cry. "SVo showed that it was 
impossible tliat the railway could pass by 
eTorr man's door and stop at every 
man s door ; and B^icceeded so far in 
convincing tliO people of Victoria that the 
question was purely au ongiueoriug in- 
stead of a political one that no candidate 
who echoed the cry was returned. Whilst 
belieying that the Central or Bute Inlet 
offered' superior advantages to any other 
line for tJhe rail wuy through British Col- 
umbia, we have always been content to 
leave the nmttor to the doci.siou of tlio 
engiuwer.s. it' the exploratury .surveys had 
reBuUt'd iu the oolci'tiuu of tho i-'msor 
Eiver, tbo ] )i'Lin OauhI, or the Ciardmor 
Channel routo, tliu Island ninst havo 
bowed to tho soleotiou and would havo 
joined every other section in strivitag to ad- 
vance tho whole Province, The Canadian 
Paciflo railway is a national enterprise, 
Towards tho coat of its construction every 
portion of the Dominion will be called on 
the contribute; and in the face of the 
weighty Domiuioual interests involved in 
the great work petty sectional and local 
interests must give way. That is the true 
— the patriotic way to look at the matter, 
and it is idle for our Westminster friends 
to imagine tbi^t by their clamor they will 
succeed in diverting the road from the 
line Nature luis marked out for it thiough 
Columbia, ami wliiv'h has commanded tbo 
approval of Mr. Laugovin (tho fonuor 
Minister of Public Works fur Canada,) 
and of tho Chief i id Deputy Chief En- 
gineers who peraonally insjieoted the vari- 
ooB rontes bafore giving their o|>ftdoD as to 
the best. Oar Lower Fraser friends are ne- 
ver wearied of referring to tho easy grade 
and tho short distance of their favorite 
route, which are true enough. But thoy 
never by any chance refer to the enorm- 
ous amount of tunneluig necessary to 
build the line down the socalled valley of 
thePraser. Itwooldnot be impoBsiblo 
to bring the road that way; but wo have 
the highest authority for saying that it 
would prove the moat expensive of all tho 
routes yet explored in the British C duui- 
bian portion of the line. Mr. Mackenzie 
made a very exUjiUBtive speech on the dif- 
ferent railway routes in tho House of 
..Commona on the SOthoflai^t April. Speak- 
ing of the Fraser Biver route he said thai 
the engineers wore 

"Driven to luako a careful examination 
of the Traser Valley, icliich could hardly 
be called n valley in the ordiniuy aense. 
There was a wuter-shcd of tho Fraeer, 
with numerous rivers running iuto it, 
bat the valley itself VKU radter a gorge, or 
cleft {n the plateau which constituted British 
Columbia. The route by the Prater River 
proved to bo the most expensive by which to 
reach the ocean; but this had to bo said 
in its favor, that more favorable grades 
could be undoubtedly obtiiiueil liy taking 
that cleft and following it down to the 
■ea, than by the other routes. Enomioius 
tunnetllng would have to be done and othfv 
esepensive works such ua high loalls would 
have to be undertaken, so the OovemmenI, 
though with reluctance, were driven to seek 
a more /azorablc route." 

Do not these romarks justify tho as- 
sertiou that tho Fraser river route has 
been abandoned as even a possible com- 
petitor for the railway ? Mr. Mackenzie 
confessed to a predilection in favor of the 
leaser and expressed the ^relnotahce" 
with which the engineers were "driven to 
Bcok a more favorable route" in coiiho- 
queuco of the enonuous cost that a road 
built through that '•gorgM or cleft" would 
entail. But if stronger evidence of the 
abandonment of the Fraser Itivor route 
were wanting it is found iu tho further 
annoancement of Mr. Mackenzie that 'a 
line for the railway had been found and 
located to Fort (tuorge on tho Upper l'"ra- 
Hcr, and that from i'ort trcorgo tlio line 
would diverge eillier to liiito lulot .ii- 
Dean Oanal — du-ibiKM-'s Channel having 
been shown to l;e impracticable. Anyone 
trbo may ooDiSult tho max) ^v^'l^ at a 
'glance that a liuo carried to Fort George 
can never strike South to Burrard Inlet. 
Distanco, gradients and the (jb.'jta'slo of a 
chain of nKuiutiiiu.s '.tOOD I'cut liigh com- 
bine to reader any Huoh divergence out 
of the question. Mr. Mackenzie neit 
pitssed to u consideration of the Bute In- 
Ibt route, saying: 

"Thirty or forty miles from Bute Inlet 
the [HomathcoJ river divides into two 
branches. J?y tho route along tlui woHt 
branch tlu? nios-t favorable grade was 15 
feet to one mile for a distance of 15 or Ki 
miles, with a considerable amount of tun 
selling. TJb;iB river passes through u 
narrow gorge, and was comparatively 
small, but there are in some places enqr- 
mous canyons to bo encountered, with 
rock iuiiulrods <_)f feet above the wat<ir,aad 
porf(;i'tiy precipitous. It was thought d(i- 
eirable to advance the work of this survtjy 
during the year, and also to make an iii- 
Btrumental survey. This had now boon 
COBi'pXottid, and a tolerably fair route had 
been found by the east branch of that rtvti-, 
the highest grade being lOi feet to a mile, 
and/'-"" taw or three miles less rltnlance than 
by the vjest branc// route, vilth also tho ad- 
vantage that there was a rest /or three quar- 
tern of a mile of the lomj steep grade." 

Tie Dean (Janal route was liually coii- 
. , .aidered, and alter producing all tho points 
tba^ ooold bo urged in its favor Mr. Mac- 
ierizifl continued; 

"TlK^ro was this ciifticulty to bo remem- 
bered in comparing Bute Inlet and Doan 
inlet routo— tho former Btrnck Vancouver 
Island about the iiiiddln, while the latter 
was ut tho oxtromo north end of the In- 
land, and traversed a portiou of Colnnibia 
little Bettlo4.if settled at all, except whore 
' tiie route passes down tho Fraser Hiveriu 
■'the neighborhood of the gold mines of the 
.'Cariboo district." 

It would appear from this quotaliou 
tUftt Vapcpi^ver Island is the objeotiye 



point of tho ongMicors; — that by whatever 
lino the railway shall reacii saltwater nn 
the Pacilio side it^ terminus will bo on 
this island. Ti;is view was further support- 
ed by Mr. Langovin, who, iu a vory aide 
speech, booutW the idea of the adoption 
of any other line than tho Bute Inlet with 
an ultimate tormiuns on Vancouver Is- 
land by a forry connection between Bute 
Inlet and SoymoiU' Narrows. ' ' 1 

A few days ago we pointed oTittho dan- 
gerous character of the aea-ai^proaches to 
Dean Canal, The roiiiarks were based on 
tho chart and the oxp(>rie:^oe of seafaring 
men who having made frequent trips to 
tho Canal deuouuco itH navi,so^tiou and 
that of the Sound leading to it as intri- 
cate, devoid of anchorage and harburs, 
subject to fierce and sudden gales, ami 
unsafe oven for navigation by steam ves- 
sels. 

The battle of the routes, so far as the 
prospects of tho adoption of the 
Fraser Valley for tho rail.vay is 
concerned, ife ' over, and the figlit 
has narrowed ^o;wn to a ^ooutest^ bqtweuu 
Bute and Dean. We havo no fear as to 
the result of the ilglit. It is tnio that by 
land Dean has the advantage by ID miles 
ovi>r Bute. But the same sj)nr of moun- 
tains has to be (tressed to reach the one as 
the other— the grade (as Mr. JMuckonzio 
said) IS about the snnie with the udvanr 
tago of "a rest of three-quarters of a nlile 
of the long steep gnvdo" in favor of Bute. 
Then as to 6ea-appr()a(;hoa. The day will 
never come when l?nte Inlet will be resort- 
ed to by shipping, because' the expense of 
"tugging" will b(> too he:n'y. Tlie same 
obstacle exists to the selection of Burrard 
Inlet as a terminus, although the distance 
that a ship will reejnire "tugging" is less 
to roach tho latter tlian the former' port. 
But then there operates against the sol(>e- 
tion of a line to liurrard Inlet tin.' "ideit 
or gorge" which will require tuii- 
nelliug at an ox)ieiisosii "euoriiious" as te 
cause Canadian statosiu(>n to shrink from 
the con.struetion of a lino iu tho hice of 
difiicullios absolutely insurmountable 
financially speaking.' 'With the selection 
of the Bute Inlet route th'erS will really be 
no necessity for a sail vessel- to visit Bute 
at all. There is the peerless harbour of 
Esquinialt, destituti> of rock and liar.frcuu 
which a railway will be built te Heyinour 
Narrows with a forry from tho Xiirrows to 
Waddiugton at the head of Bute Tnlet. 
The intricate navigation of tho gulf and 
straits that lie between the Island and the 
Mainland (MTQuld thus be avoided.

Tho tliineso Question Economical- 
ly uud Sociallj Considered. 

EoiTon GotoNiBT. — I have watcbotj 

with keen iutorost the developmont of 
tho Chinoao question in your columns, 
and I cannot help thinking that tho 
many ablo and outspoken articltja that 
have from time to time appeared in 
your paper will have a powerful effect 
iu the formation of the public opinion 
upon the (piestion nt iasuo. Believinjj 
as I uo that the prcBeuco of tho Chin- 
eso iu our niidat is not only a g-rioY- 
auco, but threutouH to be a national 
calamity, 1 fool iinpolled to give tho 
public tho roHult of uiy experiouce up- 
on tho mutter. As a gold miner in 
California and Austrtilia I have for the 
past twenty years boon brought moro 
or loss iaco to faco with the Cbinamenj 
uud I need hardly tell you, sir, thait^ 
miner's contempt of John Gbinamaq 
begins nt ih'st Bight. They may 
and have imposed upon other 
tuomber.s of tho community, 
but upon the miner never. . The 
miner could too at the lirst glance that 
it was not iu John to prove the good 
citizen the fond imaginations of mer* 
chauta, ship-owners and politicians 
led thou to represent him to be, Tho 
minor saw iu John hut a moan, sneak- 
ing thief, ready to take advantage of 
darkness in their absence to rob sluice- 
boxes or anything else that was not 
too hot or too heavy. John is no pion- 
oer. Ho contents himself with "fos- 
sicking" iiboutokl ground, and if that 
docs not pay, living upon rice, and 
other peopWfls|owl8i ^tiTo^a^'cIoeB not 
take upon him'self his 'BhBr|ii of the 
proapetjtiug ard development .ri©^ 
gold ilolds. No. Ho ia contenfrio re- 
main behind and potter about his old 
workings oo rush to now ground when 
it has been discovered; when John 
makes money in the gold fields he 
deea not go on along prospecting tour 
intent upon increasing hia store and 
upon bringing to light still more 
of tbo hidden treasures of 
tho mine. Not he. Ho is oflf to Chi- 
na by the first chance, and there ho 
aponds his gold iu Oriontial luxury, 
sensuality and efl'eminucy. Of course 
I am ready to admit that whiio or 
European uiiucrs do not come to new 
countries with any intention of 
permanently settling, but are 
clr; wn by the glitter and glare of the 
gold fields, hoping to make their for- 
tunes and return home again to sup- 
port some aged parent, Bome loved 
wife, or dear little girl. But, then, 
not one out of every ten does eo return, 
:and'- when they find that their day- 
dreams cannot be realized they, like 
sensible men, send for the loved ones 
and make a homo for tliomsolves in tho 
now land ; primeval forests aro hown 
down, comfortable dwellings aro erect- 
ed, holds are sown, orchards planted. 
1i!bwna^'.oities, ships, railroads, and iu 
short all the appurtenances of civiliza- 
tion make their appearance, and tho foun- 
dation I'f a now naliou has been laid. 
Keprosentativea from every country in 
tho world have joined in ita inaagora- 
tion, and all \/hite and black have as- 
airnilated tlieniBolves to the laws and 
customs of the nation owning tho soil 
save tho Chinamen. They and they 
alono have held aloof and been moro 
gleaners in tbo enterprise, despising 
our nationahty and holding our oivili- 
'zation in contempt. If the Chinese 
have tbufl hold aloof from tbo inhabi- 
tants of tho counlrios iu which they 
have boen plaeod the question natural- 
ly arises, what po.sitioii do thoy liold in 
the various eonmmuitius of which they 
form part? Recent events in Cali- 
fornia have laid bare the inner life of 
tho Chinaman and is so well known to 
every rending man of this community 
tliiit'uny roforenco to it hero would be 
BupcrlliiouH, but for tho information 
of British Columbiuus I shall refer 
briutiy to the leading charaoteristics of 
Chinese life in Australia. 

On tho discovery of gold in Austra- 
lia tho Chiaoso tlockod to that country 
as thoy did to California, the colony 
of Victoria with itw rich gold fields 
drawing the groaloat number. Tho 
Legislature of that colony at an early 
date saw the bad results that were 
likely to ilow from the presence of 
Chinese in tho country, and placed a 
capitation tax of XIO pf>r head upon 
all Chiiioso immigrants; but this did 
not doter thom from coming. Those 
who could not pay their money werd 
smuggled in by being landed 'ipon 
distant ond uninhabited parts of the 
coast. Bye and bye iutercsted partion 
began to inveigh against tho injustice 
of tliis tax, aiul in tho absence of nil 
pioijor and true representation upon 
the matter succeeded in having it re- 
moved. Of course these ChinesQ im- 
migrants did not malco tho rapid for- 
luiicH in Australia thoy expected. Hun- 
dred:; ijf them could not make a living up- 
on the gold tlehlB, and bad to betake 
thomflolves to other mtiatas of Obtaining a 
livelihood. Tho numerous avenues were 
not open to Chinamen in Australia for 
Ifnaking a living that there are upon (he 
Ffvoiflp ooiat. Ohinamen in, AnatraliK 



never at any time employed upon public 
works of any kind whatever, except as 
prisoners, nor upou farms (tho pastoral 
sottlerB did employ thom at ouo lime, but 
tbo soliomo proved a, failure) nor in manu- 
factories, nor iu mines as hired miners, nor 
as domestic sarvants, nor as olothoB-waah- 
ers. So tho Mongolians mostly took to 
rag and bono picking and thieving gen- 
erally. This was thoir means of living in 
tho cities and in tho oountry many of thom 
8tarte<l gardons, and by thoir knowlodgo 
of irrigation did well. Some few have 
also entered into merchandise and carry 
on a largo trade, two firmB, at least, own- 
ing ships of their own. No Chinawomen 
were ever brought to Australia other than 
perhaps ha1f:a;dqzen,, and so the country 
oanniol oomplain of Oliineae prostitution, 
though thoy can complain of aomothing 
as bad. In tho oities of Molbourno and 
Ballarat and elsewhere throughout tho 
country there are large communities of 
Chinamen and in ^e absence of China- 
women their animal propensities have 
led them, to make aeqaaintaiioa 
with the vilest and most debauched 
of Ghrhtian women. Jlany of those de- 
graded wrotchoa have married Chinamen 
and some women, too, who were not do- 
gradad before thoy married them; but as a 
matter of course degradation .poon followed 
The traveller iu Auitralia it sometimes 
startled ii^ oomiqg upon a camp of China- 
men to see a swarm of young hftlflireed 
Tarta^S?|)laying around, the mothers sel- 
dom making an appearance save whon 
drunk. It ia quite a common thing in 
Australia for Chimimen to keep an old 
European hag as a iimeuvnusi to ontJco, 
waylay and inveigle unsuapecting young 
girls of the tender age of 10, II and 12 
years'into the clutohes of Ohinamen for 
imta^otaipuxpoaea. Chinamen, also, do 
a great deal of, this kind of thing tuem' 
solvoa When uawking vegolables or other 
articles about. The poor children are en- 
ticed by candies or drugged with opium, 
aa tho case may be. How much of this 
kind of wickednobs is curried on no one 
will ever know ; but from the numerous 
instanceii brought to light wa are anr^ 
that tho practice is very prevalent. In 
some iuetancos where parents have lost 
their little daughters the police have dis- 
covered thom years after in aomo Chiae«o 
don moro wrecks of humanity. Some- 
times young girls, known to be not more 
than 11 years of ago, have boon discovered 
in the Chinese (quarters whom opium and 
early immorabty have rendered like 
ibiTveU«tf-T)P old hags of 50, To detail 
all the debased actions of this kind which 
Chinamen have been guilty of in Austra- 
lia would fill a largo volumo. I shall not 
linger upon the painful subject. If any 
gentleman doubts what I have written lot 
him send to the police authorities iu the 
city of MelbOnrbe and convince himself 
of the truth of my assertions. 

The Chinamen in Melbourne also live 
by gambling. There are oonaidered to be 
from 1000 to 1500 fmi-tan banks establish- 
ed. 'Ihii modus optraiidl is this: any per- 
son who choosoB can go to tho bank and 
purchaso a ticket for any sum ho can af- 
ford; thus, a ticket for £3 con be purchas- 
ed for about ono shilling. The ticket has 
a certain number of marks or Obinese 
oharaotora upon it. The porohaser takes 
that ticket home with him and soores out 
a given number of the charaoters; tho 
bankers hold a duplicate of the ticket and 
scores ont a given number of characters 
upon it, then at a given time the purchas- 
er brings his ticket back to tho bank. If 
it has happened that the banker and pnr- 
ohaser have scored out the same identical 
characters upon their respective tickets 
then the purchaser wins and walks away 
with his money in his pookot; but as this 
only happens once in every 15,000 times 
the sijeoulation is not a paying one for 
tho purchaser. One would tliinkthat any 
person could see at the first glance the 
terrible odda that were agdnst hia win- 
ning, but noverthelesa the /an-to« banks 
find pleutr of European onstomera, chiefly 
youths. The polico have boon niter those 
doTiB Ir.^oly, so that we may expect soon to 
aeo another phase of Chinese immorality 
discovered. 

Oonaidoring tho total inability of th« 
Chinese to appreciate or attain to thu 
standard of modern civilization it is sur- 
prising the fast hold they have on the Pa- 
citio coast. It must now bo patent to any 
man that the Chinese are incapable of 
comprehending the princiidos requisite to 
form a good citizen r«nd tho modern man. 
Capable only of rising to a certain height 
in the a^ale of humanity he has attained 
that standard long ago, and as that stimd- 
ard i« a very low ono, ho ought to have 
boon rejected by our people aa material 
unfit to bo used in the construction of a 
new nation. Ho has no conception of a 
democratic form of government. lie is a 
despot unfit to bo governed only by a 
despot. Hois immoral, debauched, boI- 
flsh, sensual, revengoful, cruel, diahouest 
and avaricious. Ho is without truth, 
mercy, pity, charitv, honesty or any other 
virtue save it may bo industry ; and he is 
only industrious that ho may bo vicious. 
Ho is equally ready to sell his own wifo 
and daughter for gain or to buy another 
man's wife or daughter for lust, Yet wo 
havo cla8ped''fluch a wretch to our boBoma 
and protojted him by our laws, and wo 
havo heard his cause championed by men 
both in public and private, and for whot ? 
Why, for avarice — that a fow may become 
rich. Wo aro asked to press this viper to 
our bosom, and can there bo :Miy wonder 
if wo got «tuug? Twenty years ago the 
whole proas of California championed tho 
Chinaman. Of course, like good Chris- 
tian* thoy lamented the prevalence of vice 
luuongat tho Chinese population; but, 
then, thoy would lend tliem to the Sun- 
day School. Onoe bring tho (juick Chi- 
nese intellect under tho inlluonco of 
GhmtisDity and teach him the principles 
of modern civilization and he would bo- 
come one of our most uaeful and highly 
reapeoted citizens. A.fter twenty years of 
a trial what is the verdict of those papers 
to day ? Why that morally, socially and 
politically ho iaa failuro. Thoy aro at 
their wits ond to di«oovor means to get rid 
of thia incubus they welcomed to thoir 
ahorea. What in thia instance has hap- 
pened in OaUfornia wHl also happen in 
British Golambia. Iiike oauBea pro- 
duce like effeots all the world 
over, only the oiTeot in British Co- 
lumbia may be moro iutonsiflod ns 
tho cauBO is more (loop-rooted, I refer to 
the seoaro position Chinamen have estah 
lishod for themselves in British Cloliim- 
hia. It seems to be a forgone conclusiou 
with all employers of labor in this ooun- 
try never to omi)loy a white man upon 
any pioco of labor a Chinaman is capa- 
blo of performing, To my certain know- 
lodgo numorouH white immigrants have 
come to IhoHO ahoros and after roaming 
about for a month or t.wo failed to got per- 
manent work, and bo had to leave again. 
So far wformation goes no one olass 
of this oommunity ie any vettor than au - 
Other ih' 0>i> s«Bpeot.I hav« seen btiaineaa 



man who make their living olV white men, 
if they have a job todo,hir3 a Chinaman— 
Chinese cooks, Chinese laundry-men, 
house sorvants, kc. All tiio mining com- 
Iiaiiies hire Chinoao for every job a Uhiua- 
man is capable of performing. I had the 
satisfaction of converping with.a coalmjn| 
er from Nanaimo tho other day and I took 
tho opportunity to enquire as to the so- 
cial status of the celestial in that quarter 
and here is his evidence, nearly word 
for word as he gave it. He said tli'ero was 
a largo uuml)er of Chinamen emjjloyod 
up there. Tho coal companies employ 
thom to run tho coal away from the mine^ 
and also for other jobs in the mine. 
Thoy aro also employed very oxtonsivoly 
upon the surface, tipping boxes anil 
screening coal and filling waggons. Tho 
minors, too, be said were large employers of 
Chinamen. What, I s.iid,! thought working 
uuuors as a rule wore in direct oppositiou 
to tho Cliiuamon. So they ar(!, he i-epliod 
and crrso thom loud enough when thoy 
aeo them coming to the town; but thoy 
employ them for all that,you aee; ho Bald , 
it's like this: some times tho manager 
wants a plaoo pushed aliead — a level per- 
haps, and ho requires threo shifts to work 
in it, which, under ordinary cireumstanco 
would take six men, but four white meu 
will take it with tbo understanding that 
thoy are to employ two Chinamen to IIU 
their coal and otherwise to assist theidV- j 
UiulerJ this arrangement the miners 
will mako something out of the Chinamen. 
Nearly every miner who can get tho 
chance does it, In fact, ho inslauced oiia 
miner where tho Chinamen wnrn nnarl;- 
and If the white miner did not biro 
a Chirianien to fill his coal tho other 
ChinaiiuMi saw that he got no boxes, and 
so tho miners were iu a manner forciid to 
om )loy them. Ho concluded by saying 
that fMxj one-third more white men could be 
employed about those mines if there werv no 
C/ihuimen emploi/al. 

Now, since 1 have been a sojourner in 
these regions I havo hoard it over and 
over again aflirmed that all this country 
required to develop its mineral resources 
waa immigrants; but of one things tho 
people of thia country may be aure of . 
People will not come, or if they do como, 
will not remain nnlosH thoy can bettor 
their condition. And so long as tho com- 
munity contiuuo to employ Chinamen to 
the disadvantage of white men, the coun- 
try can never prosper. Strong muscle 
and willing hearts aro tho best capital a 
country can possess; and one wliiter-mai^ 
ia worth twenty effete Celestials to'ahy 
now country. Take au instiiuco ng an 
example. Supposing there aro 300 whitu 
miners employed iu the Nanaimo coal 
mines (I am ignorant of how many there 
are), and allowing that those 300 men 
support five other individuals each (this 
is usually allowed) would give about 1800 
inhabitants to Nandiino. Those miners 
spend thoir wages in providing for thoir 
families in erecting churches, sch(joIs,und 
reading rooms, and advancing tho cause 
o' civilization generally. The communi- 
ty bujjports, no donbt, a certain number 
of tradesmen, and employs farmers to 
grow produce for them, and manufactur- 
ers to provide olotlung for them, and 
ships and sailors to oi'»-ry tho whole. All 
these oombiued tend to bring wealth to 
tho country, and if there wore moro work- 
men there would bo moro families. Tho 
oommunity would be larger and so would 
thoir wants. Commerce would increase, 
larger revenues could bo collected, taxes 
would not be so high, moro men could 
be employed opening the roads imd other- 
wise developing' the country. Popula- 
tion would increase and property and 
capital would increaso in the same ratio. 
This is what white men would do for this 
community. And now, what do China- 
men do for it? PorhaiTS there area dozen 
or twenty of them crammed iu an old hut 
where there ia only room for four. What- 
ever money thoy make (thoy spend very 
little for provision or clothes) thoy hoard 
up and sent it out of the country. No 
person need goto thom for a subscription 
for a school or for a church, or for an in- 
stitute. No laughinf^ cbiulren gambol 
.iround their doors; no in(<rry Imigh of 
wife or maiden is hoard from their homes. 
All is dark, dirty and dismal. Every- 
thing about it is degrading — nothing ele- 
vating. And yet workingmen for, per- 
haps, a small gain to themselves, will 
connive to perpetuate suoh a monstrous 
iniq\iity. Out upon such devilish avarice. 
I say. ' What do they expect it will all 
coniQ to when tho present generation of 
growing lada shall como to be ablo to 
work? Where shall they find employ- 
ment? Not, certainly, as pit lads run- 
ning and wheeling Jcoal, for that branch 
of busineas is in the hands of Chinamon. 
Perhai)S thoy may lind work if they will 
work for Ciiiiiaiuen's \\u;xoh. And tho 
little girls— what oi' them.^ They, too. 
will have to compete w ith Chiuamon in 
tho kitchen and in tho laundry. What 
jioor man would like to see his daughter 
going to aervico, knowing she would be 
brought into contact with Chinamen':' 
And yet thesi' results ;iro sure to follow 
from the policy which this community is 
now purauing. It is no use of their 
whining to tho government to employ no 
Chinamen upon the public works. The 
people are tho government, and let Un- 
people employ no Gliinamen in their pri 
vato caiiacity as citizens, and the govern- 
ment can be easily stfipixnl from enqiloy- 
ing thom. The remedy is in tho people's 
own Imiuls, und if they will not apply tho 
remedy tliuy must sntVer thu couseciueu- 
cos. i'ovurty and vice to a certain extent 
are inseparable from humanity; but with 
an incubus upon a community like a body 
of Chinamon, poverty and vice are protty 
woll Dure to bo tho normal condition of 
that community. 

The deep interest that attachoa to this 
question must bo my apology, Mr.Editor, 
for this long letter.
